On this $15,000 you said increase it which it 
has been increased to $15,000 which is being 
reported here as your taxable income as up to 
gross income. Now, you're permitted by law 
to deduct, you are allowed only $1,000 for 
expenses, 10% of your - as it says here on 
line 9 up to $1,000, independent of line 9 
but not more than $1,000. But you can get 
20% of your ckarity contributions over here. 

You can get up to 30% if you donate to a re- 
ligious or charitable institution. Which 

would make a $3,700 deduction there for charity 
contributions. Nos that is substracted as your 
contribution to the mosque on this cmount which 
we are reporting as income.

Dea t make yourself sick. Anything a laborer 
gets a charge can be put against him that this is 
compensation for some service. Any person. Any- 
thing that ig given you in consideration for some 
work you Lave done is subject to tax. 8o ve 
warted to know how far are we to go in compliance 
with that. ‘ 


Well, the devil has never bothered me or the 
laborers yet. He's just come up and do so but he 
thinks he can make a clean sweep of it and lay low 
until you owe him enough that wher they ask you 

— — for it, it would put you out of business. But, 

: Brother, I don't think the government wants to tax 
us in such a way that this will bounce back or that 
he will kick up dust and sand will get in his eyes. 
I don't think he wants to do that. 


I mean he probably knows in certain places that he 
could attack us, . on this tax, but he 
don't do it in fear he might run into a problem 
one way or the other. People will start thinking 
* led he is just trying to break us up. de would pro- 
bably get — and find some way to retaliate 
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in some other way against the government. So - 
he is half way afraid to tax us outright as a 
body. But he probably knows about how things 
are being run because he always has stool 
pidgeons among us who keep him well informed. 
So therefore, he can't get away with these 
things as long as you are in the front. 


What I am saying is, let's go around and pick 
up all these houseworkers and some of then 
have not told them some tax for years so have 
to put, you know, a lot of trouble and myself 
too you know in trying to straighten it up. 
You would have to give that worker back so 
mach of their money and let them go pay it 
or you go pay it yourself. 


They arez 't in tle business of taking out 
Social Security but that doesn't help the 
business of hiding it. : 


One thing that helps you a little is you 

can cut it down like you want it. Just don't 
give checks. They find no way of finding out 
just how much you pay. You could work for 
me and I could pay $100 a week but when they 
come te me I say $50 a week. Where is the 
proof I pay him $100 a week, as long as it's 
not in black and white. If I tell you not 

to say 100, you are not going to say it be- 
cause it hurts you as well as me. If it 

came out, you would have to pay tax for $100 
a week and the government would be deducting 
Social Security from it. 


But technically - like this — — 
here. Now you've given him some money. ey 
could bring the charge against you that you 
didn't withhold taxes from this person. He 
performed a service for you and didn't take 

taxes from his pay or pay Social Security Taxes 
on it. Any little thing you give out money for 
services performed, they can bring that charge 
against you or anyone. The law reads all income 
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is subject to be reported as taxed. 


They won't bother with that. If they did, 
they would have the whole country upset and 
the people would rebel against law and would 
fight. The devil himself would start fighting. 
A robber himself puts out the law, a robber 
judges the law, and a robber is the one being 
charged by the law. And two robbers will 
certainly clash. 


I just wanted to mention a few points where 
we were vulnerable and where they might be a 
reason for attack 80 you would know about then. 


I read that in the tax law. It said everything 
was taxable even to gifts. 


Well a gift will be excluded if not given in 
performance of a service. Then the courts will 
have to determine if this is a gift or not. 

They Gan always bring in that technicality 

even though the law says a gift can be excluded 
from gross income. A gift has been defined by 
the court as a gratuitous transfer of property 

if it's not to avoid taxes. They can always 
bring these charges up but the matter of proving 
them 1. another thing. o even though you follow 
the teras and pay taxes, they can still bring 
charges against you. You Can say you gave a 

gift but they can say you did this to avoid taxes 
and then determine in court whether what you gave 
is a gift. You may consider it a gift but we 
don't. ‘ 


Well, I tell you if you go through that 100% 

it will tell you you will have a heck of a time 
throughout the country trying to prove these 
things. 


One place in this book that the tax service 
uses. It says what counts most is the question 
of a gift is the donor's reason for giving it. 
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ELIJAH: 


This gives them a broad leeway, what your 
reasons for giving it Were. 


If you follow the devil, Federal law, it b 
wants to know not only what you've done and ao, 
said, but what you think you know. He 

really gets after you if you get caught in 

his clutches. He brings you before that 

Senate Committee to question you about it 

and it's against the law for you to deny it 

or for you to say nothing is against the law. 

If you are to defend your “say nothing“ then 

okay. But if you don't, you will get in trouble. 

If you are silent it won't help. You've got to 
tell why you are silent. We have to find some 

way to keep the devil from coming in on us and 

the best way is to try to not file nearly all 

his prof its. 


Once you begin to file you're open to question, 
because then they have the right to question 
whether what you've filed is accurate or is 
there more. 


He never believes that you were truthful accord- 
ing to what I have learned. He never thinks 
you are telling the truth. Once they ever 

get you on the question, you can patch it up but 
they etill think you were lying. 


In places where. you have real property, they can 
put a lien against it. But before they could fiz 
a lien they would have to prove this tax liabili- 
ty exists. 


That is true but I'm not expecting anything like 
that to happen. I hear a lot of talk about they 
plan to do something like that. I don't believe 
they would actually reach out. 


I can give you my opinion based on the tax law 
and cases. I think we have a good defense in 

the religion and it would be embarrassing to 

them to make the charge. They can make the charge 
but for them to prove it. | 
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For them to prove it Brother he'd have one 
heck of a time. 


And it takes two or three years for them to 
carry through after making the charge. First 
they have to send the agents out. With the 
agents, it's just his word against yours. | 
Then a United States Attorney would have to 
make charges to bring this ia to court. What 
the agent said doesn't even count and they 
must have something sufficient for the United 
States Attorney to prosecute a case. 


There must be something to support charge the 
agent brought in. It has to be a violation 
of their law for the State Attorney to cause 
you to answer to it. 


If they get you into court they could still 

have to prove it. Actually cases have never 
been tried all the way through court. Even 

the cases of Father Divine and Daddy Grace. 

They have prosecuted a case where the person 
purported to be a religious leader. 


Ro they haven't. In other words they have so 
many of their own kind and your lawyer could 
bring up a case among the whites and it would 
hurt them. It's a crooked government. They 
favor this one and accuse this one for the 
same thing. They look at their own kind light- 
ly. We have that knowledge and we are going 
to use it. I'm not expecting the government 
to actually do this. There is some hint in 
the prophecy about it but not much for me to 
think I will be brought up. I won't believe 
it until they do it. 


IZ it does occur, I think your best offense 

is to stick strictly to the religious. A 
lawyer couldn't try to argue on the merits 

of law. He would have to argue your religion 
and win if he argues those points. 
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How on these incomes on 7ist 6 What 
shall we do about that and 82nd * 


for Fand Street ng and they have ve it for 


the 7ist too. We have to put in something 
for that whatever is reasonable, put it down - 
it's okay with me. 


How all income which comes in on that is 
reportable and taxable. What is not deducti- 
ble, like mortgage payments, that's not de- 
ductible for tax purposes. Like a $4,000 
heater was put in at 7ist Street, that can 

be deducted but you still have to pay income 
tax on the rent even though money may have ben 
taken from the rent to pay for that heater. 


Now if you are working other people, you 
through in the amount you receive from these 
tenants and the expenses of upkeep. Now if 
the building is not paid for and you are 
paying for it out of this profit, do they 
exempt that. 


Ho. 
They will charge you for all the income. 
Some things we consider expenses, they vos t. 


They will consider them capital improvements. 
Like a wall was put in it is not expenses for 


tax purposes. 


How about sidewalks and stuff like that. 
That would be a capital improvement. You 
could deduct it over a period of years. A 
sidewalk would last about five years and 
you could deduct about one-fifth of it. 
How about the remodeling the house. 


You can deduct painting but not a stair- 
well if one is put in as it would be a capital 
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improvement and adds to the value of the 
house. But something you put in to last 
only one year would be considerable a- 
pendable. Any thing that could be extended, 
called extended life, couldn't be deducted 
except over its life. 


Now this 82nd house has been painted. It

the receipts you need. 


Well, his house is on 48th Street and it 
wae painted. 


But his house is not subject to tax. There 
is no income on that.

The 
amount of rent collected doesa't completely 
pay for the mortgage. 


That won't have any effect on tax. 


The on iy Way you can get out of that is 
don“ t put it all the income. 


You may not get enough to pay the mortgage, 
but as far as the government is concerned, 
it's taxable. 


The rent on both places should be raised. 

I realize the followers in them aren't able 
to pay. They can't pay. They are paying 
$110. They haven't got any pay. I haven't 
got any pay in 10 years. You don't get 


paid. 
Well treating them enough. 


I know but you can go half way. 
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Here is the thing. I pay ay followers 
substance. You don't get that due but 
every week my followers that live in 
there are given something to help then. 
Therefore, I want to give them the mini- 
mum charge to them going. They also 
are my . 


Well let's give something like about 18,5 
somethizg dollara. Wo evez members, they 
know gocd and well you don't get it to any 
even thing. Give something like 395 or 
approximately 469 or sometLing like that. 


Yes sir, we'll have thie back on Tuesday. 
You don't have too much time, April 10th is 
sneaking up and it must be in by 15th. 


Well as quick as I get this I can sign it. 
My wife won't be here „ mat 
today. 


23rd. 
I want ue to get this in before the first. 


Yes gir. Just as socn ag I get back and 
figure it out, I'll get it right back.

Now on the other buildings I don*t think 

we should go back. I even started paying it 
last year on 7lst and 82nd. I would suggest 
we start from this year rather than go back. 
If we say we are going ahead and pay taxes on 
82nd and Slet, if we go back we'll have to go 
back on all of them. We'll start from this 
year and say in 63 we will pay taxes on then. 


Suppose they ask you when did you get this 
property? 
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Well if do that we'll have to go back and 
start filing tax returns for the years. 


They know when you bought it and they would 
come back after you later on and tell you 

how they feel about you. Sometime if you 

are not giving them trouble, they will ignore 
you but they don't. Later on they could 
come back in. 


Well we have a defense in the section of the 
law where it guys on the related income per 
property - it's questionable there, whether 
it would be taxable, if it's in the me of 
temple - whether this income is related to 
the tax exempt organization. That's what 
we have to argue in court, as to whether this 
income is related to the function of the mosque 
if we file a return in the mosque's name. If 

we file an individual name, anything an individual 
gets ie taxable. 


Thesc buildings are in the templds name and 
naturally we are using it for that purpose.

They would have to prove it's unrelated to 
income and not in connection with this. 


They can't do that. It's just voluntary. 
They can't do it by books or anything. 


Most lawyers try to go by the book and they 
can't go by the book. This is this man's 
book and he uses it for himself. 


What about the school teachers. Shall we 
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start taking out money on their pay? 


They may call in. They may throw you 
right into the box. 


If we start taking out from their pay, 

how much in payment they will ask that 
would bring up their salaries to the level 
of others since we will have to start re- 
portng this income. 80 they have the ad- 
vantage now, being a low income and not 
reporting it. This is a game for then, 
but once they start reporting it, they may 
ask for hire wages. It's more likely they 
would since the income they have is subject 
to withholding tax and going to pay tax on 
it themselves. 


Wouldn't it pay to pay their tax and con- 
tinue to give them the third. It will be 
ust like they had it when it was 40 or 

50 or 60. That's way below teacher's 
scale. Rather than the rate they pay up 
to 70, 80 or $100. You would come out 
cheaper by just paying their taxes for 
them and keep their salary at that level. 


But t::ey would still have to report it 
on their taxes. 


But I'm trying to s@m is you will come out 
cheaper if you pay their taxes rather than 
trying to raise all their salaries. 


Well you will have to raise their salary 
when you pay it. Actually you are raising 
their salary because you are giving them the 
amount. You would have to raise their salary 
high enough so that if they taxed that, it 
would equal what he is getting nov. 


Well, let's say $100 ‘s maybe $8 withholding 

tax and $3 and something for the Social Security.

ELIJAH: The government tries to keep up with all those 
nickels and dimes here and there, but still 
they don't get it all. If we have to fight

don't turn in anything you are waiting until 
he pokes you. When he punches you, de always 
é punch you hard enough - he is forced to take 
8 his glove off. He will say you owe him 
maybe 2 or 3 times what you actually owe him 
he in order to get it down to something probably 
reasorable. You noticed them charging some 
= | of their own devils and sometimes they go 
double or 3 times as much. Well, he doesn't 
know this devil has not turned it in. Some- 
: one may get after him and say for instance 
2 that he owes one-half million for the last

$30,000 a year and not taxable. 


Well they can give you a gift or bequest and not 


have it taxable by inheritance tax. 


He can save himgelf like that. You can give 
your money to either one of your children. 

I won't have to pay taxes and he won't either. 
My lawyer said he has no reason to pay taxes, 
he has too many children. Lot of rich people 
give to their children when actually they are 
not giving it to them. That's the way KENNEDY 
get out of all their taxes. Whatever people 
give him actually is not taxable. 


What I could do is gradually raise my gift and 
then divide my gift with the family. Is that 
what vou are talking about. That I could save 
him ad myrzelf too. For instance if I receive 
$25,000 this year, then I could give him $5,000 
and you $5,000. 


They wouldn't have to pay tax on it but how 
you acquired it would be questionable as to 
whether it's income.

If I received a gift of $100,000 income 1 d 
divided it to my children, that's natural law 
and neither one is taxable.

I wish I had known this three or four years 
ago. 


But you don't even have to give me this money. 
You can put it in a trust or savings. And I 
can't get this money but you can get it as it's 
a joint account but I can't. But as far as tax 
is concerned, it's my money. 


Even if it was something like that, the building 
and I needed to get it, you can go with me to 
get it. Maybe you are not getting a dime out of 
it but that's understood. 


I nine always reported my own money as & gift on 
my tax return. If they charge you later you 

weren't supposed to pay it in the first place. 
But you weren't ordinarily supposed to do it. 


The devil knows that. There was a pastor in 
New York paying $25,000 a year but he was not 
really taxable for that $25,000 but he actually 
was gettmg more. He gave the government, that 
kept the government off of him. Because the 
gover.zent knew he was a pastor and didn't have 
to pay that. At that time, ministers were... 
exempt. This man actua@ly was getting four or 
five times that amount and did it to keep the 
government from probing to find out what he was 
actually getting. The devil took it for granted 
because he knew he wasu't supposed to. 


This means that if this was done to avoid the 
taxes the government will look at it very close. 
If this is done, between any family, the govern- 
ment will look at it right away to see if it was 
done to avoid taxes. 


If { give members of my family a portion of what 
I receive in gifts, the best way to prevent in- 
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vestigation of income, would be to — him 
a receipt or lawyer. . 


Yes. To the effect it's for their welfare 
to make provisions in case something happened, 
a severe illness. A lot of lawyers and tax 
accountants, the more they get you involved, 
the better he is because that's the way he 
makes his money. 


It’s not good to get that type of lawyer. 


Well he would know the tax law or tax bene- 
fits rather than others. He would be better 
‘than me. 


It's better to have a lawyer, especially a 
person in my position. When this will happen 
next year and annually, ther you better have 
somebody to back this think up for you.

The data in the enclosed memorandum is set forth in most 
general terms and its release will not prejudice our investigation 
of the NOI, Enclosure points out that the suspension of Malcolm X 
should in no way be considered as an indication that the NOI 
anticipates softening or tempering the violent anti-American, 
antiwhite programs taught by the fanatical NOI,

85 fn January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation of 
Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islan." 


On July 10, 1963, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960 MUHAMMAD 
and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD’s organization 
on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or “Temple” 
when mentioning one of “Muhammad's Temples of Islan." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected. by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States.

WMBQ-TV, Channel 5, Chicago, carried a program 
captioned "Dateline Chicago” on May 31, 1964 entitled “Black 
Muslims At The Crossroads.” This progrem featured on film 
comments of individuals active in the civil rights field, MALCOLM X 
and the Communist Party (CP). MUHAMMAD's statements during the 
program were as follows: 


"I'm not i at him (MALCOLM T) leaving us, 
but I am surprised at what he said and what he thinks.

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation 
of Islam" and "Mubamwmad's Temples of Islan." 


On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in wid-1960 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD's 
Organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islan.” 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United. States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the so- 
called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as “white 
devils,” in the United States; and that the white race, because of 
its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be des- 
troyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon."

On February 22 and 23, 1965, Wesley South, Moderator 
of the question-answer program "Hot Line: over Chicago radio 
station WVON,interviewed Elijah Muhammad. This progran,which 
is on the air 11:00 p.m. to midnight,was monitered by a Special 
Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


In response to questions regarding the assassination 
of Malcolm K. Little and the NOI, Muhammad stated as follows: 


Malcolm Little is described in the appendix pages of

The murder of Malcolp X was a shock and surprise to us. 
We are investigating the charge all over the country to see if the 
NOI is responsible and to see if wean come up with the man’s name 
in our records, but as of now we have no record. I have preached 
for thirty-four years we are against this type of thing. Malcolm 


left and began teaching hate and the arming of his members. We in 


the NOI are against this position as it would be suicide to take 
up arms against this country. Allah teaches us not to carry guas 
and we do not carry any. We have no guns, bombs or artillery pieces 
to field. The Koran teaches that if one opposes the Messenger and 
repents he is forgiving, but if he does not repent he is subject to 
divine chastisement such as death or hell fire. 
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_tMuhammad stated he did not know the reason why Malcola 
was killed-nor who killed him. Muhammad has not asked police 
protection, but appreciates it, adding he was a taxpayer. 2 


Muhammad stated he has heard assassins are coming for 
him but that he was not frightened, as he was on Allah's mission 
and was not running. 


Muhammad stated he had two hundred thousand to three 
hundred thousand members all over the world. He said some people 
in order to keep their racial pride teach hate. Muhammad doesn't 
teach violence except to fight back if attacked. The NOI is never 
the aggressor. Muhammad does not teach hate, only the truth and 
the white men are a wicked, devil race. A Muslim is one who has 
submitted himself to Islan. 


Muhammad stated he would not back any man who used 
violence and in the event it subsequently might be discovered a member 
of the NOI killed Malcolm, added he would not back any man who used 
violence as the Koran only teaches us to kill on the order of Allsh. 
This would be handled in the same way that God advised Moses to lead 
and help his people as set forth in the Bible. 


On February 23, 1965, Elijah Muhammad in response to 
questions submitted by individuals who called in to radio station 
WVON advised as follows: 


That when Malcom X remarked that the "Chickens had come 
home to roost" in regards to the assassination of President Kennedy 
he meant that this individual had come to his end. The son who had 
denounced him had now returned and confessed and did not have knovw- 
ledge of the truth when this occurred. Now he has true knowledge. 


A source advised in early Juny, 1964, tha. “iai'ace Mohammed, 
son o.!

MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 14. 


The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York Times," a 
daily newspaper published in New Tork, Ne York, contained an 
article on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former 
national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who broke with the 
NOI on March8, 1964, publicly announced in New York City on March 
12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMT). 
The MMI, according to the article, would be a broadly based 
politically oriented black nationalist movement for Negroes only, 
financed by voluntary contributions. In this public statement 
MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence ‘ 
when it is necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle clubs to 
protect their lives and property in time of emergencies in areas 
where the government is unable or unwilling to protect then. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 1964, 
with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York County, New 
York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incorporated under the 
Religious Corporation Law of the State of New York to work for 
the imparting of the Islamic Faith and Islamic Religion in 
accordancé with "accepted Islamic principles." The principal 
place of worship to be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New 
York, New York. 


The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York Austerdanm 
News," a weekly Negro newspaper published in New York City, con- 
tained an article by columnist JAMES BOOKER in which he indicated 
that he had heard that the visit by MALCOLM X with Muslinu leaders :

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This announce- 
ment was made at a public rally be 1d by the MMI in the Audubon 
Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aius 
read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it shall 
include "all" people of African descent in the Western Heni- 
sphere, as well as our“ brothers and sisters on the African 
continent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit” of 
the Organization of African Unity established (by African heads 
of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate - 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights, while the initial objective is to inter- 
nationalize" the American civil rights movement by taking it 
to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non-violent civil 
rights movement and claims that Negroes should be taught to 
protect themselves, when and if necessary. The AU will 
sponsor a program for Negroes of education, politics, culture, 
economics and social reforn.

A review of all issues of "Muhammad Speaks” from April 16, 
1965 through October 1, 1965, reflects that each issue contained 
an article by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD on page one and continued on later 
pages.

“Muhammad Speaks" as of October 1, 1965, was

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Chicago, Illinois. It also stated that the 

paper was “dedicated to freedom, justice and 
equality for the so-called Negro. The earth 
belongs to Allah. = 


The April 16, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks" contained 
an item captioned "Qualifications for Independence” by ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD. The item in substance stated that the so-called 
American Negro needs self-education and the educatiorn of others 
in order to get the respect and recognition of others. He is 
not independent. He does not own any land that he can call his 
own. He does not have an organized government of his own; he 
needs even more than equal education. He needs a superior 
education, that which is ruling the nations of the earth today. 


It is essential for a nation, if they want recognition 


to be united and to enjoy self-control and in a country of their 
own, 


We call this independence. Now, we do not have self-education, 
self-control, or a country not even some of this earth that we can 
call our own. We need a superior education or teaching in order 
to achieve the respect of the others who are now enjoying such 
recognition. . '

ä The April 23, 1965 issue of “Muhammad — con tained 
an item captioned gy Prosecutes the Truth!" He stated in 
part in that 2 tha t Trne Bible“spens with Moses teaching the 
physical creation of the heavens and the earth. They were created 
out of darkness into the white color that they have been grafting 
under the law of birth control. This is a law that the white race 
will never teach the so-called Negro to master. In addition, the 
white race will never teach the sd-called Negro how to master the 
art of chemistry, nor the art of modern warfare. The mastery of 
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this knowledge is essential for the growth and prosperity of a 
nation. 


N The April 30, 1965 issue ** Speaks" contained 
N an item by MUHAMMAD captioned “Guide to Peace, Justice.” That 

item in part stated that today the so-called American Negroes must 
be resurrected and made to know and understand the fate of anyone 
who will follow or be deceived by the arch-deceivers. It stated 
that the strongest and most powerfull weapon the arch-deceivers have 
at their disposal is to deceive the wriitf the righteous race (the 
NOI). They do not stop at the common, ignorant Muslias, but reach 
also for the scholars and scientists of Islam, who should be aware 
of their trickery and deceit. 


The May 7, 1965 issue of "Muhammad Speaks contained an 
item by MUHAMMAD captioned "Confusion in This World!" That item 
in part stated that the sd-called Negro of America has a better 

| chance to enter the peace, love, mercy and protection of Allah 
vd than any people on earth. These are the people whom God has 
predicted through his prophets to come seeking in a time of 
trouble to take them as a seed to plant what is commonly known 
as the kingdom of heaven on earth, a government of truth, peace,

| The May 14, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks" contained an 

) item captioned "The Final Struggle” by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD. That item 

| in part stated that the white slave master should not keep the black 
man from returning to his God which is the true religion of Islan. 
The item also stated that the black man must remember he was 

brought to America &s a slave not as visitors or people coming to 
seek citizenship but only as a piece of property belonging to the 
purchaser. He added that today the great struggle was to redeen 
the black man from such weaker people whose deceitful intentions are 
to keep the black man forever subject to such doors, 


The May 21, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks" contained an 


ge item captioned "Will God Separate?” by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, That item 
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in part stated that the poor foolish American so-called Negro is 
happy for the few foolish whites who are helping, aiding and 
abetting inter-racism or as they call it integration. They are 
doing this not for the love of the slave but for the trapping and 
destruction of the slave. The foolish so-called Negroes who have 
become lazy so far as doing for themselves are concerned are 
approaching discussion of wealth, respect and truth. This will 
force you to seek your own, and some of this earth that you can 
call your own. 


The June 18, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks” contained an 
item by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD captioned “How to Help Yourself!" This item 
in part states that the black man qualifies himself in the wealth 
of the white man as though it is his and the bjack man will 
foolishly say that it is his. The item emphasized the importance 
for the black man to prepare himself to be teachers of his own 
kind stating that any black brothers from the African Continent 
generally are coming to America to attend colleges and universities 
to study every technical advantage to take back to their homes in 
order to elevate their people and become on the level of all other 


- Civilized peoples and governments. 


The item added that the black man in America should do 
likewise as without such knowledge the NOI cannot be built. 


The July 2, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks” contained an 
item captioned Birth Control for Whom - Negro or White?” by ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD. The item in part stated that the birth control law the 
white man is preparing is not canmcmned about the future of the black 
man but is really a spear of death in a shell for the future 
generations of black people. 


The July 23, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks” contained an 
item by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD captioned The Safety of the Black Man in 
Wortd Crisis.” That item in substance stated in connection with 
birth control that the idea of murdering the original black people 
in order to establish forever the rule of the white race is in the 
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heart of that race. The item stated that it is the white man's 
desire to remove the black man from the earth and that the black 
man cannot blame them for planning his death through whatever 
deceitful meaas. 


The August 6, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks” contained 
an item by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD captioned “Accept Your Own or Perish." 
This item in substance stated that it was up to the black man who 
had been seperated from his people for over 400 years to establish 
a nation of his own. The item added that the black man does not 
need to say that it is time that he should be separated from his 
slave masters and returned to his own people and native land but 
should be giv@a chance to live somewhere else and tc himself - 
rather than witb his slave masters’ children. 

The August 20, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks” contained 
an item captioned “Muhammad Rips President's Speech" by ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD. That item in substance stated that the black man is now 
faced with the project of making a ~ between the black and 
white peoples. It added that Mr. the President of the 
United States, in a speech on aint 6, “ibes, at which time he 
signed the Voting rights bill enabling the southern black man to 
vote stated that today was a triumph for freedom as huge as any 
victory that has ever been won on any battle field. MUHAMMAD then 
asked the question of who was making such a triumph for freedom as 


huge as any victory that has ever been won on a battle field, adding 


that "I say there is no victory for the black man under the voting 
law and he must be careful and not swallow everything that is 
offered to him without examining it.” 


The August 27, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks” contained 
an item by MUHAMMAD captioned "Prelude to America's Doom!” That 
item stated in substance that the attack the previous week on the 
NOI Temple in Los Angeles by the Los Angeles Police Department and 
the National Guard was for the purpose of killing all Muslims they 


could in the Temple. He added that it was only an attempt to provoke 


— Muslims as the police desired any excuse to shoot and kill a 
811. 
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The September 3, 1965 issue of "Muhammad Speaks" contained 
an item by MUHAMMAD captioned "A United Black Front of Fatalities." 
That item in part stated that the police department has rreedom 
to attack, beat and kill the black man throughout America which 
will some day cause the doom of that country. He stated that the 
Los Angeles Police Department and the National Guard attacked the 
Los Angeles NOI Temple, shot it up, then went inside ard shot up 
the ceiling, broke up desks and typewriters and destroyed all the 
property they could find. He added that such was the act of devils. 
The item stated also that Allah stands before them and as it is 
written he will repay. He will destroy those who have destroyed 


the righteous. It was this race of people who killed the prophets 
of God as can be read in the Bible. 


The September 9, 1965 issue of "Muhammad Speaks" contained 
an tem captioned "A United Front of Black America!” by ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD. That item in substance stated that the black man must 
learn that the time has now come for him to either unite with his 
owr black brothers or suffer the consequences. It added that the 
black man must know that now is the time of separation and not the 
time for trying to force unity and integration with those who have 
made merchandise of the black man. He accused the black man of 
trying to force himself onto the white man who has.never wanted 
him in their society. He added that this is causing rtch trouble 
and bloodshed and will continue to do so. 


MUHAMMAD also stated in this article that the black man 
wants peace but that it did not look right for someone to try 
and get peace outside of America when there is no peace inside of 
America. He added that there is no sane human being who does not 


want to live in peace adding that we cannot force our own terms for 
peace on other people. 


The September 16, 1965 issue of “Muhammad Speaks" cont ained 


an item by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD captioned The Doom of This World 
Approaches!" This item in substance stated that it was a pity that 
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the black man has been robbed of knowledge of himself which is the 
greatest and most evil robbery of all -- to rob a gan of the 
knowledge of himself. He said that this was the conditica into 
which th white slave master and his children have put the black 
man adding that their children keep up the tradition of their 
parents by thanks to Allah for opening the black man‘s@es to 
their 400 year old enemy, the enemy of all the darker pecple of 
the earth. .

The October 10, 1965, production of "Kup's Show" 
pertaining to Elijah Muhammad began at midnight, October 
9, 1965, and was monitored by a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. Pertinent statements 
made by Elijah Muhammad are set forth hereinafter. 


Elijah Muhammad did not participate in the 
television panel discussion but was interviewed separately 
by Irv Kupcinet at Muhammad's residence, 4847 South 
Woodlawn Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. He was interviewed 
from 12:00 midnight until 1:10 AM in a question - answer 
type of interview. 


Muhammad thanked God whom he also referred to 
as Allah who came to him in the person of one . D. Farad 
34 years ago and gave Muhammad a message for the black 
man which is why Muhammad calls himself the Messenger of 
Allah. 


Muhammad stated the black man has lived in America 
under the white slave master for 400 years and now wants 
something for himself, to be himself, and to be on his own. 
He added that for a black man to oppose this would result 
in his ultimate death as a social and economic force. 


He stated regarding civil rights that Martin 
Luther King and other Negro civil rights leaders lack — 
of the black race and fail to realize now is the time the | 
black man should work to be independent and be on his own. | 
He said civil rights leaders seek to be like the white man | 
and want to be his equal in a white country. Muhammad 
pointed out that as the black man was of a different color 
than the white man and of a different race he should be on 
his own and not integrate. He said the black man has served 
his term of slavery and should not have to beg the white 
nan for a job or to be his servant, adding the black gan should 
seek a more prominent status on his own. Muhammad stated 
that was achieved in America by and for the white man, not 
the black man. He said by the government seemingly giving 
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ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 


more things to the black man Such as its poverty programs 
and Similar health programs it only meant that the white 
Slave master, as he gets wealthier, can afford to dole 

out a little more proportionately for the black man but 
that such programs do not in any way elevate the black man. 
He said the government had an obligation to give toe 
black man a State of its own and money for 25 years in 
which to operate in order that the black man can become 
completely self sufficient. 


Muhammad said he had no power himself to bring 
about such change, but that Allah had such means. He added 
that Allah also knows when Separation will take place. He 
Said the time has come for Allah to intervene ve separate 
the black man from his white Slave master. 


Muhammad stated that in America there was only 
a Small proportion of black men as compared to the white 
man. He refused to name what state he would like if 
offered to him. He said the white man in America would lose 
his self respect if he yielded to the unreasonable demands 
of the civil rights leaders, as America cannot possibly agree 
with all of their demands. 8 
Muhammad said in America intermarriages are not 
good, jobs for the black man were not availableend in America * 
the black man is not as good as the white man. The NOI 72 
desires, according to Muhammad, a state for themselves and

He stated that such prominent black men as Dr. 
Ralph Bunch Jackie Robinson and the like only Serve the 
white man and do nothing to better their black brothers. 


Muhammad stated that like Moses and Jesus stated 
in the Bible, the black man was deaf, dumb and blind adding 
that if that sounded like Governor Wallace of Alabama it

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| 2 The October 21, 1965 issue of'The Princetonian” 
the official publication of Princeton University contained 
an item on page one captioned "Black Muslim Chief Plans 
Campus Talk" by PETER SANDMAN, This item in substance stated 
that ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, head of the Black Muslim movement, 
and "self-styled messenger of Allah“ would speak at Princeton 
University sometime that fall. According to the article 
A MUHAMMAD did not set a specific date for the speech but 
planned it for either November or December, 1965. 
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The October 9, 1965 issue of the "Sun-Tines", 
a Chicago, Illinois daily newspaper, contained an 
advertisement on page 30 captioned "Kup's Show." This 
advertisement reflected that ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, leader 
of the "Black Muslims" would appear on that show at 
hidnight October 9, 1965 over WBKB-TV Channel 7. 


The October 10, 1965 production of ups 
Show" pertaining to ELIJAH MUHAMMAD began at midnight 
October 9, 1965 and was monitored by a Special Agent of 
the FBI. Pertinent statements made by MUHAMMAD on that 
program are set forth hereafter. 


MUHAMMAD thanked Geb whom he also referred to 
as ALLAH who came to him 34 years ago and gave him a 
message for the black man which is the reason MUHAMMAD 
calls himself the mes@enger of ALLAH. MUHAMMAD stated 
the black man has lived in America under the white 
slavemaster for 400 years, and now wants something for 
himself, to be himself and to be on his own. He added that 
for a black man to oppose this would result in ate ‘witinate. 
death as a social and economic source. 
He stated regarding civil rights that IN LUTHER 
KING and other Negro civil rights leaders lack knowledge 
of the black race and fail to realize that now is the tinue 
the black man should work to be independent and on his own. 
He said that the black man has served his term of slavery 
and should not have to beg the white man for a job or to 
be a servant adding that the black man should seek a more 
prominent status on his own. MUHAMMAD stated that in America 
there was only a sgall proportion of black men as compared 
to the white man. He refused to name what state he would like 
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if offered to him. after steting thatthe black man needed 

a state of his own. He said thet the Slack man in America 
would lose his self respect if he yielded to the isrespon- 
sible demands of the civil rights leaders, as America.’ 
cannot possibly agree with all of their demands. Hefsaid 
that the black man has lost his birth right and that there 
is no record of his ancestry in America. He added that all 
the NOI wanted was freedom, justice and equality for the 
black man. | 


MUHAMMAD stated that ALLAH has remarked that all 
white men are devils but that there are various degrees 
of devilry and that some whites are better than others. 
He said that JESUS stated that the huskn race were followers 
of the devils and He was crucified for it. 


MUHAMMAD stated MARTIN LUTHER KING was wrong 
in his approach to civil rights and said he was misguided 
as white men and black men could not get along together. 
He said the black man must trust in GOD, not MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, adding that the Nobel prize was no honor to KING 
as he had done nothing for his people. 


Regarding the bearing of arms for America MUHAMMAD 
stated after a Muslim receives the teachings of their 
religien it is then up to them individually to decide 
whether they are willing to serve in the armed forces.

A review of all issues of “Muhammad Speaks” fron: 
October 8, 1965 through March 25, 1965 reflects that each 
issue contained a item by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD usually on page 
one and continued on other pages. Listed below by date 
are items in this regard which are felt pertinent and which 
contain certain statements set forth in part. Articles in 
which MUHAMMAD has written nothing new or something previously 
reported have been omitted. 


"Muhammad Speaks" as of March, 1966 was self- 
described as a weekly publication of MUHAMMAD's 
Mosque No. 2, 634 East 79th Street, chicago, 
Illinois which also stated that the aper was 
dedicated to freedom, justice and equality. | 
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The Octover 6, 1965, isezue of "Muhammad Speaks" 

JAS Mitr 4 rar captioned "Black 
Leadership Oppose Truth!" This item in substance stated 

that black leaderskip oproses the truth regardless of the 
scars and wounds they have received from their slavemasters 
and their children down from our fathers to their's. Every year 
the truth goes to the black man. First it is attacked and 
opposed by the leadership and members of those of the black 
race who have not seen fit to assume the Islam faith. These 
individuals became vicious in their attacks and seek to 
persecute the truth and the truth bearers. They want their 
murderer's friendship. But in having the knowledge themselves 
or the knowledge of the murderers or the knowledge of Allah or 
the knowledge of the time that this truth as appeared to them 
they make fools of themselves. by fighting and opposing their 
own salvation which is the truth. | 


There are white people who claim to be us 1128. 
There is a whole government of them called the Turkish 
Government and many of them in America and Europe call themselves 
Muslims.

cause of this lack oi un tr &ucerg the black people is due to 
the work and teachings of ovr ener:es the slavemaster's 
children. Our slavemster 's chi laren have reared our 
fathers and mothers to be enemies of each other. They 

have destroyed our love of self and kind; they have educated 
as to hate and refuse all that goes for black people. 


The November 12, 1965, edition of "Muhammad Speaks" 
contained an item by MUHAMMAD which stated that the black 
man must recognize the people in office and authority whom 
the black man is seeking employment from inasmuch as they are 
the people who own and control and re in authority. They 
are also the people who created the job which the black man 
is seeking. It is true that the black man has been free for 
the last one hundred years and is also to have been free 
to do something for himself by making his own job. However 
the black man dees not have the unity or the wigdom to create 
jobs for himself withqut the desire to shoulder the responsibility 
of doing something for himself. The black man is therefore 
proving himself unworthy of the freedom to become an independent 
race by refusing the responsibility to go out like men and 
women seeking the necessities of life and well being of their 
own selves and nation.

On Mey 7, 1965, a secord source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in 120-1960 
MUHAMMAD and other NO] officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD's 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or Teunple“ when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islan." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD clains to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-calied 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the

organization on a naticnwide basie, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or Tenple“ when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Ia lau.“ 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was origirally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit. Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Suprewe Being. to iead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States.

The item criticized the white gan for 
preventing the black man from turning to his own kind because 
the white man will not give hia the necessary qualifications for 
bis return. MUHAMMAD stated that he had and continued to plead 
for justice for his people in providing the place for the once 
slaves to live to tense Ives where they will sot come into 
contact with the white man because of the condition of revolution 
in America between the slave and his master which has caused the 
two people to hate each other with a deadly hatred.

The August 12, 1966 issue of "Muhamaad Speaks" 
contained an uncaptioned itea on page 1 by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD. 
This item in substance stated that the black man could not 
deny the fact that the Christian West is responsible for the 
universal corruption on the land and sea. It stated that from 
the same corruption that their own hands have wrought will 
come their doom. It added that they even fight against each 
other, rob and kill each other, but yet represent theaselves 
as world peace sponsors - with whom? The item stated that the 
Christian West is full of the worst criminals, practicing evils — 
and indecencies to the fullest and seeking to practice thes on 
other nations as well. It stated that their lands and seas are 
filled with deadly weapons of war; their islands of the sea are 
filled with corruption of the nations of earth, for they 
are proud, boastful, and are now hated and despised according 
to their wishes.

It stated that MUHAMMAD had become a kind of a 
surrogate father to the 24-year-old chaspion. MUHAMMAD stated 
that he conferred upon CLAY the Muslia name MUHAMMAD ALI as a 
recognition of his faith in the NOI. He stated that CLAY was 
very happy about this and thereafter began to take a greater 
hand in his spiritual growth. MUHAMMAD also stated that he 
was not fighting so hard for the money regarding CLAY as to 
show the black man about the clean life he can lead and the 
free language he can use.

This item in substance stated that civil rights groups 
in America continue to pursue a course of seeking civil rights 
which will be short lived and will not get them into the proper 
place that God would like them to have, The item stated that 
the black man should not want to be a member of white society 
and that he would regret even trying to become a member of this 
society.

On May 5, 1967, a source advised that the Fruit of 

Islam (FOI) is a group within the Nation of Islam (NOI) coapcs 34 
of male members of the NOI. The purpose of the FOI is to 
protect officials and property of the NOI, assure compliance 
8 of members with NOI teachings, and to prepare for the "War of 
Pe Armageddon.” Members of the FOI are required to participate 

in military drill and are afforded the opportunity to engage 
in judo training. The FOI is governed by a 2111 tary system 
wherein the members are controlled by general orders similar 
to those issued by regular military organizations. 
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MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 


The March 13, 1964, edition of “The New York Tises,“ 
a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, contained 
an article on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), 
former national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who broke 
with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in New York 
City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, 
Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article, would 
be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes, only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement, MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when it is necessary to defend 
themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies in areas where the government 
is unable or unwilling to protect then. 


: Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incor- 
porated under the Religious Corporation Law of the State of 
New York tc work for the imparting of the Islamic Faith and 
Islamic Religion in accordance with “accepted Islamic 
principals.”

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. 
The only teachings of the MMI are on the Islamic Religion. 
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MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED ()'1) 


This confidential source advised on May 17, 1965, 
that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Buite 128, 
Hotel Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, where 
th<y were established on March 16, 1964. These headquarters 
ar. shared with the Organization of Afro-American Unity, 
Incorporated (OAAU) which was also headed by MALCOLM . 


MALCOLM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audabon Ballroon, 
Broadway and 166th Street, New York City. 


This same confidential source advised on September 8, 

1955, that the activities of the MMI following the death of 
MALCOLM X were limited to the teaching of classes in the 
Islimic Religion and a class in judo for self-protection. 

These classes were held regularly until the latter part of 
July, 1965, when they were discontinued. Since then, the 

MMI has Feld no meetings and there has been absolutely no 
activity by the MMI which appears to be completely dead. 
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NATIOW OF ISLAM, Formerly referred to 
as the Muslia Cult of lala, also known 
as Mubaemad's Teaples of Islas . 


In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation 
of Islam" and “Mubasmad's Temples of Islas." 


On May 5, 1967, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam(NOI); Muhamaad's

This announcement was made at a public 
rally held by the MMI in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th 
Street, New York City. 


A printed and published s*atement of basic OAAU aid read 
by MALCOLM Kat this meeting indicates that it shall include 211“ 
people of African descent in the Western Hemisphere, as well as 
our“ brothers and sisters on the African continent. Itis patterned 
after the “letter and spirit” of the Organization of African Unity 
established (by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, 
in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this meeting 
indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate differences 
between Negroes so they can work together for “human rights," 
while the initial objective is to “internationalize”" the American 
civil rights movement by taking it to the United Nations.

A review of all issues of "MS" from October 6, 
1967 through March 22, 1968, reflects that generally 
each issue contained an item by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD. Many of 
these items have been repeated from previous issues. 
Listed below by date are items which contain pertinent 
information and new statements. These items are being 
set forth in part. Articles in which MUHAMMAD has written 


nothing new or where something was previously reported 
have been omitted. 


The October 6, 1967 issue of "MS" contained an 
item on Pages 14 and 15 captioned "The Rights of the American 
Black Man - The Opposition!" In substance this item stated 
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that the black man was facing a continuing war of 
opposition from the slave master who opposes the rights 
of his slave. It continued that the rights of the 
American black man are contrary to the wishes of the slave 
master's children and though white America claims Negroes 
are free it always opposes such freedom for Negroes. 
The item added that there are daily clashes between the 
two people - the slave and his master because by nature 
the two peoples cannot live together in peace. 


The October 13, 1967 issue of "MS" contained 
an item on Pages 14 and 15 captioned “The Target of the 
Seat - The American So-Called Negro." This item in 
substance stated that it was of the greatest importance 
to the enemy that he deceive his once slave into not 
accepting freedom, justice and equality. It added that 
members of the black nation in America are the greatest 
target of deceit by their enemy, the slave master. The 
article stated that the real truth presented to the American 
so-called Negro is that of himself and his enemies inasmuch 
as the two people are different by nature. It stated that 
one is created of righteousness and the other created of 
evil. This item stated that the slave master desires to 
take his deceived slave along with him to his doom in 
an attempt to defeat the plans of salvation and liberation 
by Allah for the Negroes. The item also stated that Allah 
had raised MUHAMMAD to teach the black man knowledge of 
bimself and his kind and for them to join with their own 
under Allab in order that they might not be enslaved. 


The November 17, 1967 issue of "MS" contained 
an item on Pages 14 and 15 eat ioned "He Makes All Things 
New: This item in substance stated that He, Master FARD 
MUHAMMAD, God in person, would create a new heaven and a new 
earth, a new Islam and a new government and people. It 
said that the new earth referred to is a new people which 
will change the old into such a great future that actually 
the earth would look like a new earth and a new earth would 
remain in what is called America. It stated that America

would be void of life after being burned up and that only 
the peoples of the present Islam would remain the same. 
The item said that MUHAMMAD's main mission and work was to 
put the black man on the right path in order that he 

might be independent under the guidance of Allah. 


The November 24, 1967 issue of "MS" contained 
an item on Pages 14 and 15 captioned "The Dreadful Times 
— of Anerica? This item in substance stated that as long 
as christianity worked America thought she was safe but 
that christianity was one of the most deceiving and outright 
misleading religions of the world. The item continued 
that the dreadful day of America is bringing political 
doom and that her politicians are unable to carve out 
a future for America. It said that everything in the 
religion of christianity is designed to make a slave out 
of black people, adding that there will not be an end 
to the clashes between black and white in America and 
Sis Waal throughout the world until wrong, evil, murdering, dece iv ing 
. and robbing of the poor black man of the earth, is 
| a , destroyed and righteousness and justice are practiced. 


The December 8, 1967 issue of "MS" contained an 
: item on Pages 3, 5 and 7 regarding the speech given by 
25 ELIJAH MUHAMMAD in Phoenix, Arizona, on November 26, 1967. 
Sd This item in substance stated that the Honorable ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD, the only divinely-missioned leader in the world 
today, delivered an arousing two hour address in Convention 
Center where he boldly uncovered what he termed the naked 
bones confronting America and the world and foretelling 
its inevitable outcome. The item stated that MUHAMMAD’'s 
startling dissertation on the “Destruction Between Black 
and White” was the first major address to be made by him 
following the year's long hot summer of bloody black 
rebellions in 91 American cities. MUHAMMAD stated in his 
address that he was in Phoenix as friends. He stated that 
he did not purchase a home in Phoenix to start trouble, 
adding that if there is any trouble it would have to be 
started by someone else as members of the NOI desired to 
live in peace not war. He added that the NOI wants people 
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to know the organization is divinely inspired and not 

from the devil who never kept peace anywhere he went. 
MUHAMMAD added that the NOI would fight all right 

if attacked but that the Muslim is not the aggressor 

as it is not the way of Islamic people. MUHAMMAD also 
stated that he did not teach hate and urged unification 

of the black race. The author of this item was not listed. 


The December 29, 1967 issue of "MS" contained 
an item on Page 3 captioned "Four Great Judgments of America:" 
This item in substance stated that Allah would not be 
defeated. It said that the more evil, deceiving, tricking 
and making of false promises to the American so-called 
Negro only increases America's doom. It stated that 
America knows that ber trouble lies in her mistreatment 
of the black man but that she is too wicked to give up 
tricking the black man and deceiving him in false promises.

The January 12, 1968 issue of "MS" contained 
an item on Page 3 captioned "Build a Nation of Self!" 
This item in substance stated that under the guidance of 
the all-wise Supreme Being the black man could unite 
easily and build one of the greatest nations in all history. 
This item continued that a nation chosen and beloved and 
under the divine guidance is a nation unequaled and will 
always be the superior of all nations. The item concluded 
by urging members of the black race to follow MUHAMMAD 
and build a great nation for themselves. 


The January 26, 1968 issue of "MS" contained 
an item on Pages 14 and 15 captioned “Guide to Peace, 
Justice? This item in substance stated there would be 
plenty of trouble in America due to the dissatisfaction 
between blacks and whites, adding that with ignorant 
misunderstanding people could cause the worst slaughter 
of all times. The item in referring to the white man 
stated that the black man would not all be killed and would 
not all be foresaken. It said that the black race has the 
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power of the ua tions on their side and when the white 
man starts killing the black man they woul,

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The March 8, 1958, issue of "MS", Page 3, contained 
an item concerning the speech of ELIJAH MUHARBIAD given at 
the AMC on February 25, 1968, in Chicago. That item in 
substance stated that the black man has been standing on 
a weak foundation for the past 6,000 years during which we 
have run through each other to cut ea::h other's throats 
and to shoot each other to pieces bevause we didn't know 
who we were. He stated that all black people should unite 
together under the Crescent of Islam in order that they 
might have freedom, justice, and equality. MUHAMMAD 
added that the black man cannot unite under the cross of 
Christianity for such reasons because Christianity will not 
give them to the black man. MUHAMMAD also was critical 
of MALCOLN whom he described as a hypovrite and an individual 

‘who double-crossed the black man. MUHANMAD added that he 
had taught RBALCOLM all he knew, 


MUHAMMAD also stated that the white man desires 
the blackman to be unarmed in order that he can kill the 
black man the more easily. He said the white man has 
all his cities <tocked with deadly weapons to kill the black 
people this year. 


The March 22, 1968, issue of "MS" contained an 
item captioned, Disagreeable to Live With in Peace:" 
That item on pages 14 and 15 stated in substance that 
history teaches that the white man is disagreeable to live 
with in peace. It also stated that the black man has 
suffered, bled, and died at the hands of the people who 
helped to make him grow rich and powerful. It added tm 
the white man has dominated the people of Asia, Africa, 
and the islands of the seas with deceit, falsehood, and 
corruption, putting brother against brother until finally 
he put his own against each other. The item added peace 
cannot be made with the white man inasmuch as there is no 
peace in them. The item further stated tmt the white men 
were not made to set up peace for the righteous »bla:k man.

On May 5, 1967, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islanm(NOI); Muhassad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters of the 01; and in #sid-1960

organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either “Mosque” 
or “Temple” when sentioning one of "Muhammad's Teaples of Islan.” 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claias to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States, 
Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as 
“white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, sust and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Araageddon.”

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ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY, 
INCORPORATED (OAAU) 


On June 28,1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and leader 
of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly announced the 
formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil rights action group 
to be known as the Organization of Afro-American Unity (QAAU), 
with himself as Chairman. This announcement was made at a public 
rally beld by the MMI in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th 
Street, New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU ain read 
by MALCOLM ZX at this meeting indicates that it shall include “ali” 
people of African descent in the Western Hemisphere, as well as 
“our” brothers and sisters on the African continent. Itis patterned 
after the “letter and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity 
established (by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, 
in May, 1963.
